Prosecution Witnesses Tell Jury Upright of 


Kidnap Ladder Fits Into Space From Which 
Board Had Been Sawn in Hauptmann's 
Attic and His Plane Used.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 


23 — Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann's carpenter plane was 
used to fashion the Lindbergh 
kidnap ladder and a piece of 
the ladder came from Haupt- 


-mann's attic, an expert testi- 


fied today in his trial for the 
kidnaping and murder of Baby 
Charles A. Lindbergh, jr. 


Arthur J. Koehler, a govern- 
ment forester and expert on iden- 
tification of woods, said an up- 
*ight from the ladder, down which 
the state charges the Lindbergh 
baby was carried to its death, 
matched perfectly with a floor 
board from Hauptmann's attic, and 
that it had been planed with a 
tool found in Hauptmann's garage. 


The plane had upon it the in- 
itial "H," and it was put into evi- 
dence a few days ago. Koehler 
said its own percuhar markings 
were left in the wood 
of 
the 


ladder. 


The expert took the two pieces 


of wood, on display in the trial, 
held them together to make one 
continuous section, and declared: 
"As a result of very careful 


study I have come to the con- 
clusion that these two pieces at 
one time were one piece, and they 
were cut in half." 


Koehler"s "optSforTwas the weld-~ 
ing link in the state's announced 
intention to "wrap this ladder 
around Hauptmann's neck." 


The ladder represents the fourth 
cardinal point of the state's case 
—the others being testimony that 
Hauptmann's handwriting was the 
handwriting of the 14 ransom 
notes, testimony that Hauptmann 
was seen lurking near the Lind- 
bergh home just prior to the kid- 
naping, and testimony that he col- 
lected the futile $50,000 ransom. 


FLEMINGTON, N. J., Jan. 23— 


The wood in the Lindbergh kid- 
nap ladder came from the home 
of Bruno Richard Hauptmann, a 
government expert testified today. 


Arthur J. Koehler of Madison, 


Wis., an expert on the identifica- 
tion of wood for the government, 
followed a string of ladder wit- 
nesses to the stand in 
Haupt- 


mann's trial for the kidnaping 
and murder of Baby Charles A. 
Lindbergh, jr., and added to their 
tracing a final conclusion that 
the ladder came from 
Haupt- 


mann's home. 


After acknowledging that he 


had examined an upright from 
the ladder known as "Rail 16," 
Koehler said: 
'|I found the nail holes in the 


attic joists correspond and the 


- grain of the wood was the same 
as the board there." 


The board he referred to was 


an exhibit in the evidence. It 
came from the attic of Haupt- 
mann's bronx home and had been 
next to the place from which the 
state charges the ladder upright 
was sawn.

Of Local Option Is 
One of Features. 


A fourth liquor bill, making no 
provision for local option, was 
tossed into the house hopper 
Wednesday by Rep. Otto C. 
Weber, democrat, Leigh. Permit- 
ting sale of liquor both by the 
drink and package, and re-enact- 
ing many of the provisions in the 
old Slocumb law, Weber's bill 
sets_ up provision for remonstrance 
petitions to keep liquor out of 
any~ community. 


A feature of the measure dis- 
tinguishing it from the two other 
liquor control bills and a third 
putting the state into the liquor 
manufacturing business, is prd- 
vision that all liquor, hard or 
soft, must be stored before sale 
in state warehouses for testing 
and inspection. No liquor could 
be sold that does not bear a state 
seal attesting that it has been 
tested and approved. 


Sets T7p Commission. 


The measure also differs from 
its rivals in that it allows for 
private sale only, setting up no 
state-operated stores. It does, 
however, create a state commis- 
sion of three members to be 
named by the governor and ap- 
proved by the legislature, to ad- 
minister the act Their salaries 
are fixed at S4,000 and terms at 
six years.

It gives legal force and recogni-

All 
penalties of fine and imprison- 
ment prescribed by federal law 
for violations are likewise made 
applicable. 


Power to Governor. 


The governor is given the same 


power to approve, cancel, or 
modify codes within the state in 
the same manner that the presi- 
dent is empov.-ered to do under 
the national recovery act, the pur- 
pose being to harmonize state 
practices and regulations with any 
changes which may be made here- 
after in the national codes. 
Cdmpulsory collective bargain- 
ing with employes, regulations 
against company unions, mini- 
mum wages and hours of labor are 
all provided for in the proposed 
setup. 
The second bill. S. F. 116, pre- 
sented individually by Senator 
McMahon, laborite member from 
Omaha, applies particularly to the 
"service trades" and exempts all 
kinds of business engaged in sell- 
ing merchandise. Governing bodies 
are to be named by the owners, 
operators, and managers repre- 
senting at least 80 per cent of each 
industry in any city or county, ,to 
make regulations and supervise 
trade practices and general con- 
ditions for the entire group in that 
locality. These local organiza- 
tions are intended to fit in with 
the state and national codes. 
Both measures declare an emer- 
gency and provide that they_ shall 
go into effect immediately upon 
passage and approval

CHICAGO, Jan. 23— (ff) —The 


Chicago American in a copyright- 
ed story today asserted that By- 
ron Bolton, Karpis-Barker gang- 
ster, had admitted taking part in 
the infamous St. Valentine's day 
massacre of 1929—the bloodiest 
crime in Chicago gangland annals 
—and had named his five associ- 
ates in the slaughter of seven men. 


The killers, according to the 


admission attributed to Bolton, 
were Fred (Killer) Burke, Claude 
Maddox, Gus Winkler, Fred Goetz, 
Murray Humphreys and Bolton. 
The actual machine gunners 


who mowed down their rivals in a 
north side garage, Bolton was said 
to have declared were himself, 
Maddox, Humphreys and Winkler. 


He named Burke and Goetz as 


the- two_men in police uniforms, 
armed with sawed-off shotguns, 
witnesses reported seeing leave 
the North Clark street garage after 
the mass murders. 
Bolton, the American said, has 


given his story in a detailed for- 
mal statement to the United 
States government, and it is now 
being studied in Washington. 


Bolton Seized Jan. 8. 


Bolton was seized January 8, 


in a raid on an apartment hideout 
on the northwest side. Russell Gib- 
son, his companion, was killed by 
the raiders.

Donald R. Richberg, head of the 


executive council who was NRA 
counsel during most of the code 
writing, probably will be the first 
official called, Connery said. 


"We win find that the manu- 


facturers have been writing the 
codes," the chairman declared. 
"We will find that labor has been 
getting rimmed. We want to know 
why, and once we get this meas- 
ure introduced we can find out 
all about it." 


• Equal Representation Urged. 
The American Federation of 


Labor has been urging equal re- 
presentation with employers on 
the code governing groups. 


The Roosevelt administration's 


exact plans for NRA's future re- 
mained undisclosed today. 
The 


President's advisers on business 
and labor problems conferred with 
him several hours last night but 
had nothing to say afterward. 


Apparently the only thing cer- 


tain is that NRA is to be continued 
on- some basis, and that it will pro- 
vide for collective bargaining, ban 
child labor and preserve rules for 
minimum wages and maximum 
hours.

DEBATE SOUGHT 


Borah Demands Pension 


Measure Be Threshed 


Out on Floor. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23—(AP) 


—A demand for "full and open" 
debate on the Townsend old age 
pension plan came today from 
Senator Borah as congressional 
committees pushed ahead with 
hearings on the administration's 
social security program. 
Without endorsing the Townsend 


plan, Borah said in a statement 
that its widespread support en- 
titled it to open consideration 
rather than being pigeon-holed. 


The Idaho republican is a critic 


of the aid proposed by the Roose- 
velt administration for the aged 
needy. He has called for liberali- 
zation of the measure. 


On the other hand Secretary of 


Labor Perkins said the adminis- 
tration plan was "not a 100 per 
cent panacea" but a "sound basis" 
on which the government could 
build later "in the light of de- 
mand and experience." 


Hastings Leading Attack. 


Besides Borah, some other sen- 


ate republicans were preparing to 
open fire on the Roosevelt plan. 
Senator Hastings (R.-Del.) took a 
lead in this move with a state- 
ment today suggesting the Wag- 
ner-Lewis bill as now drafted 
might "fool" the country. 


"I think in considering this leg- 


islation," Hastings 
said in a 


statement inserted in the Con- 
gressional Record by Senator Mc- 
Nary, republican leader, "it is im- 
portant that we should not fooi 
ourselves or fool the country." 


He said that while the adminis- 


tration estimates there are 3,750,- 
000 needy aged, and proposes to 
contribute $15 a month to their 
support, the bill carries only 
$125,000,000. 


This, he said, would care for 


only 694,444 of the aged, or if di- 
vided among the 3,750,000, would 
provide each $33.33 a year. 


Senator Wagner (D.-N.Y.) au- 


thor of the pending bill, readily 
conceded $125,000,000 would not 
meet the situation. He said the 
government would increase 
its 


appropriation as the states put up 
funds to match. The measure, he 
said, showed a rebirth, of "ideal- 
ism and love for social justice."

The school youth must learn' to 
apportion his- hours wisely 
be-

Deny use of mails to publications ad- 
vocating such overthrow, or affiliated with 
outlawed organizations. 


Denying eptry into the United State* of 
aliens known to be out of harmony with 
the American form of government 


Revocation of naturalization of eltliens 
advocating overthrow of change of govern- 
ment through force or violence. 


According to Mr. Bintz, every 


resident of Lincoln will be given 
an opportunity to sign the me- 
morial. The chamber of com- 
merce junior division, American 
legion, other patriotic organiza- 
tions,

and 
other 


groups will co-operate in the 
undertaking.

Plans Call For Two Power 


Plants In Platte Valley 


Would Irrigate Vasl 


Tracts Of Land 


Central Area. 


WASHINGTON, Jan 23—(AP) 


—George E Johnson, consulting 
engineer for the proposed $25,- 
000,000 Tn-county power and irri- 
gation district, who is here seek- 
ing federal funds lor the project, 
today sketched details of the new- 
est plan for that enterprise. 


He said two power plants would 


be built, utilizing the same water 
through successive drops, and said 
500,000 acres of central Nebraska 
land could be put under irriga- 
tion in the territory south of the 
Platte river. Johnson was sum- 
moned here by Representative 
Bmderup to go over the new plans 
with PWA engineers in hope of 
obtaining funds for the develop- 
ment under the new fedeial un- 
employment relief program. 


Supply Cbeap Power. 


Low cost power, he said, could 


be supplied up and down the 
Platte river valley and in south 
central Nebraska. 
, His plans call for nearly a $10.- 
000,000 expenditure for a huge 
dajn across the North Platte river 
about 1% miles above the Key- 
stone diversion of the Platte val- 
ley public power and irrigation 
project, now under construction. 
There the entire flow of the river 
would be stored, such quantities 
being released as are required by 
the Platte valley district and other 
prior water rights downstream and

, braska had a greater number of 


approved PWA projects now built 
or under -way than any other state 
and was near the top in total 
amount allotted

ernoon with the president, Burke 
said he was assured the new pro- 
gram "would be based on worthy 
projects and existing needs rather 
than on a basis of what had been 
alloted previously.

Tn-county's own facilities. 


Diversion of the released water 


is contemplated at three points 
downstream. Water would 
be 


taken out first three or four miles 
below the junction of the North 
and South Platte rivers and car- 
ried by canal about 15 miles to the 
first power plant at the site of a 
70 foot drop. The tailrace would 
be picked up and carried by canal 
and tunnel to the Plum creek val- 
ley, 
where a second power plant 


would be built at the site of a 140 
foot drop, after which the water 
would be returned to the Platte 
via Plum creek. 


During the irrigation season, the 


water, after passing through the 
Plum creek power plant, he said, 
could be carried off to farming 
districts to the southeast through 
two mam canals, the Smithfield, 
which would irrigate 55,000 acres, 
and the West Mark, which would 
irrigate 65,000 acres. 


Water For Phelps. 


The second diversion from the 


Platte river would be south of 
Lexington, a short distance above 
the mouth of Plum creek, and 
would carry water in a Phelps 
county canal to irrigate 226,000 
acres. The third diversion would 
be just below the tailwaters of the 
present Kearney power plant, and 
the Adams county canal there 
would carry water to irrigate 
154,000 acres 


Johnson said that during the 


winter, when water from 
the 


North Platte power plant of the 
Platte valley project was not 
needed for irrigation, it would be 
picked up and carried across to 
the canal from the first Platte di- 
version and thus run through the 
two Tri-county power plants. He 
said this would enable further 
storage behind the big dam in the 
North Platte, conserving water for 
irrigation m the summer. 


Regulating: Reservoirs. 


Two regulating reservoirs would 


be built for the Tn-county under 
the revised plans, one above each 
of the power plants, to store 5,000 
acre feet of water to assure a 
steady supply of water for pro- 
duction of power. 


Johnson said additional power 


and irrigation facilities could be 
added later. The proposed $25,- 
000,000 program, he estimated, 
could be paid for in 33 years.

N CONNECTION with the impending decision of 


the United States supreme court on the gold 


clause cases, probably no greater interest has been 
aroused than in the speculation as to the position 
.which Chief Justice Charles Evans Hughes will 
take. 


The news dispatches foreshadowing the decision, 


and indicating the possibility of a 
5-4 ruling, 


evoked this statement from the Washington bureau 
of the Associated Press: 
' 


"Close decisions on big supreme court cases 


—and there have been many—always have 
evoked efforts to revise the American system. 
This country alone places such vast power in 
its judicial arm. No other great nation allows 
a governmental policy, backed by its legisla- 
tive and executive authority, the 'representa- 
tive' elements in the governing trilogy, to be 
overset perhaps by the legal views of one man. 


"That Chief Justice Hughes took over that 


office with the purpose of making it the cap- 
stone of his public career none can doubt. 
That he hopes to achieve there a lasting mem- 
orial that wiU make Hughes the lawyer, 
Hughes the executive, Hughes the statesman, 
Hughes the diplomat, and Hughes the politician 
mere incidents in the life of Chief Justice 
Hughes, is the belief all close observers of the 
court agree upon. 
Assuming ( that, the gold 


cases gave opportunity to the chief justice for 
the exercise of his admittedly great powers 
of argument and persuasion. The decision was 
certain to be one of the great landmarks in na- 
tional history. That it should emerge backed 
by a substantial majority of the court ^was per- 
haps more vital than the nature of the de- 
cision." 


That is not placing over-emphasis upon the 


importance of the gold clause findings. How much 
unsettlement in a business and industrial sense 
might arise from an adverse opinion by the court 
merely is a matter of conjecture. In its practical 
aspects, overnight it would increase both public 
and private indebtedness enormously. On the side 
of municipalities and some other 
governmental 


subdivisions, it might precipitate insolvency. But 
over these recent years, the American people have 
shown an amazing capacity to absorb bumps ana 
to accept bruises, and judging from their per- 
formance in the extremely trying period of recent 
years, there is no reason to anticipate that action 
by the court nullifying the dollar devaluation pro- 
gram would result in an aggravated case of jitters.

1JUT there is Charles Evans Hughes at the cross- 
•" roads. He is a great lawyer, one of the most 
distinguished, the most scholarly, the most learned 
in America today or during any period of its his- 
tory. He has filled an illustrious career, which 
started with his brilliant investigation of insurance 
in New York state in 1907, his elevation to the 
governorship of that state, his selection as a justice 
of the court twenty years ago, hit retirement from 
tht bench, and hfe bid for tht presidency in' the 
memorable campaign of 1916, his appointment as 
aecretaiy at state under the late President Warren 
6. Harding, hk negotiation of the first arms re- 
duction pact -while occupying that role, and final- 
ly hie appointment as chief justice. 


Justice Hughes has symbolized various phases of 


political philosophy at different stages of his ca- 
reer. He came into public life an outspoken liber- 
al He was a conservative in his bid for the presi- 
dency. As chief justice more frequently than oth- 
erwise he has been found aligning himself with the 
liberal members of the supreme court. 


It is a great opportunity which rests in his 


hands to deliver a monumental opinion in the gold 
clause case. No case embodying the exact issues 
raised by those suits ever has been presented to 
the supreme court The right of congress to fix 
the value of currency, or-better, to delegate its 
authority to the executive of the nation, contem- 
plates broad and sweeping readjustments which, if 
sustained, and. unquestionably it is the will and 
desire of the great mass of America that such ac- 
tion should be validated, etches a great departure 
in national policy. It is looking away from the time 
encrusted theories indelibly stamped 
upon the 


thought of the United States by the hard money 
advocates. It would inaugurate a new era in fully 
as decisive a fashion, as the Washington writer 
pointed out as the Dred Scott decision. If the re- 
ports are correct, the division is 4 to 4 among the 
associate justices of the supreme bench. That leaves 
the decision to the chief justice. It places upon 
Mr. Hughes" shoulders responsibility for one of the 
pivotal policies of a surging drama which finds a 
nation desperately fighting to beat its way back 
along the pathway of economic welfare. 


Snow in the Mountains. 


the California Sierras, and from the Colo- 


rado and Wyoming Rockies reports come of 


unusual snows an the mountains. 


Along the Continental divide in northern Colo- 


rado and Wyoming, a 12-foot covering a week ago 
gave transportation officials plenty to worry about 
And at Soda Springs, m the Sierras, the official 
government bureau measured a pack averaging 200 


inches, or a solid sheet of snow 8 feet 4 inches in 
depth. 


But to get back to history, that represents noth- 


ing. 
The government records disclose that in 


Tamarack in the Alpine region in the Sierras dur- 
ing the winter of 1906-07, the accumulated snow- 
fall reached 884 inches, or an average depth of 73 
feet, which is the greatest ever noted for a single 
season in the United States. And although the 
records do not disclose it, it is reported that the 
jolly tourists of California had a wonderful time 
building snow men and snow forests, and tossing 
snowballs at each other for four uninterrupted 
years. That is one of the secrets which sunny 
California decided as a matter of state policy it 
should keep to itself. 


So far as we are concerned, we are willing that 


it shall snow every day from now on until March 
1. We are willing to risk a situation which will 
make snow shoes standard equipment. 


Looking Towards Agreement. 


QUICK action by the Nebraska legislature in au- 


thorizing the state to enter into negotiations 


with Colorado and Kansas for the purpose of ar- 
riving at an agreement on the use of waters of the 
Republican and Arickaree rivers will prove most 
gratifying to the people of southwestern Nebraska. 


Such action is preliminary toward putting the 


Benkleman-Haigler-Arickaree Irrigation project in 
shape for final consideration. Under the plan pre- 
pared, the reservoir on the Arickaree would in- 
volve three states—Nebraska, Kansas, and Colo- 
rado. The proposed dam is located virtually on 
the Kansas-Nebraska line, and the artificial lake 
created extends over into territory embraced in all 
three commonwealths. The Arickaree embraces a 
huge drainage basin, through, the canyons and val- 
leys of northwest Kansas, southeast Colorado, and 
the extreme southwestern-corner of Nebraska. Its 
normal flow is small—frequently it is a dry bed— 
but it is visited by torrential rains, producing de- 
structive floods. The project seeks to store these 
waste flood waters. 


On the upper Republican, a second reservoir and 


dam is planned, some distance telow the town of 
Wray, Colo. It is a constant flowing stream, car- 
rying a considerable body of water. 


In each instance, the land to be irrigated lies 


within Nebraska. 


This enabling legislation opens the door for ne- 


gotiations, and it is to be hoped the states con- 
cerned can arrive at an early settlement. There 
are no insurmountable barriers in the path of an 
agreement'. 


Andrus' Will. 


1I7HERE there is the will, there's the way. (For- 
" give the pun.) 


The will of the late John E. Andrus, who in life 


gained the Tiame of the "millionaire strap hanger," 
indicates the difficulties of drafting legislation to 
meet all conditions. Mr. Andrus did not relish the 
idea that the great fortune he had accumulated 
should be paid to the government in part in the 
form of inheritance taxes. So, instead of bequeath- 
ing his wealth directly to his heirs, he established 
a testamentary trust 'which will continue until the 
death of the second of two grandchildren, both of 
whom now are very young. 


Through this plan, it is estimated, his estate will 


be saved many millions in taxes, court costs, and 
attorneys' fees. Two generations of heirs will be 
provided for with the payment of a single estate 
tax, and the costs of but one court proceeding. 


The incident is noteworthy solely because It 


bares the difficulties under which legislation is pre- 
pared. No matter how conscientiously and how 
intelligently lawmakers may seek to reach certain 
problems, always there are others a step ahead of 
them in devising means whereby the plain intent 
of legislation may be defeated legally. 


Home Owner Loan Bonds. 


A CCORDING to figures obtained by Congress- 
•**• man Luckey of Lincoln from an official of the 
Home Owners Loan corporation, it will require is- 
suance of nearly a billion and a half dollars worth 
of the bonds of that corporation, in addition to 
those already authorized, to care for applications 
for loans that were on file January 10. In Ne- 
braska alone it will require $9,994,320 to handle 
these loans. 


These are stupendous sums, but it is believed 


that the government never embarked on a more 
beneficent enterprise than that of assisting dis- 
tressed home owners in refinancing their loans, and 
it is to be hoped that it will be continued, for, as 
pointed out by the Nebraska congressman, these 
loans are made on a sound economic basis. 


Not only do the loans make it possible to put 


thousands of men at work on repairs and building, 
but they liquidize frozen assets, which are thereby 
released for activity. The bonds which are ex- 
exchanged for the original debt are readily con- 
vertible into cash, which goes into circulation, thus 
stimulating trade of every character. 


The home owners loan plan^ was worked out 


along scientific lines, and is having the effect con- 
templated by its originators. It is relieving the 
distress of those who were in danger of losing 
their homes. It is putting cash into circulation and 
it is supplying employment for those who were 
sorely in need of it

examination of urine as a guide 
to the progress of the inalady— 
and most people, when ttiey first 
begin to study the disease, have 
that idea in mind. But it is not 
so. The kidney is in the picture 
merely because it is the principal 
organ to get rid of the end pro- 
ducts of nutrition. And diabetes 
is a disease of nutrition. 


All the changes which occur in 


diabetes are due essentially to 
the simple fact that the diabetic 
body cannot utilize glucose for 
the production of energy. Glucose 
is a simple sugar, and all of our 
starchy (carbohydrate) food is re- 
duced to glucose in the process 
of digestion. It is only in the 
form of glucose that it can be 
utilized or burned. It is utilized 
by being burned or oxidized, just 
as coal is burned or oxidized in 
engine. 


This oxidation of glucose is ac- 


complished in the muscles by the 
action of a substance formed by 
certain cells in the pancreas. In 
diabetes these cells are diseased, 
and the substance is either partly 
or wholly lacking. So that the 
glucose is not oxidized and ac- 
cumulates in the blood. There is 
always some glucose in the blood, 
but when it gets over a certain 
proportion the kidneys remove it 
and pass it out of the body. 


One way to improve this con- 


dition is to reduce the starch or 
glucose-forming elements in our 
food to an amount that the body 
is capable of "utilizing. This, of 
course, reduces the amount of 
energy of which the body is cap- 
able, but since most of us take 
in more energy-forming material 
than we need, this procedure is 
not necessarily detrimental. It is 
only in those severe cases when 
the amount of glucose that can 
be oxidized is so low that the 
actual needs of the body cannot 
be met, that recourse to other 
means than diet is indicated. 


The fact that we do take in so 


much more carbohydrate than we 
need, accounts for the fact that 
in some perfectly normal persons 
there is occasionally sugar in the 
urine. The difference between 
this and true diabetes can be told 
by taking a glucose tolerance 
curve of the blood sugar. 


The liver seems to play a part 


in some forms of the disease. And 
in that connection it must be re- 
membered that after glucose is 
formed in the digestive tract it is 
all carried to the liver and stored. 
It is changed slightly in chemical 
structure to <glycogen, and when 
the muscles demand it, is changed 
back to glucose and sent out to 
them.

$129.000 TAKEN 
BY HOLDUP GANG 


Mail Truck Robbed of 


Bank Notes and Silver . 


At Fall River, Mass. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Jan. 23— 


(AP)—Five bandits held up a 
United States mail truck today, 
bound its driver and escaped with 
registered mail which police said 
contained approximately $129,000 
in bank notes and silver.

Two men with revolvers held up 


the small mail truck in the north- 
ern section of the city and forced 
its driver and lone occupant, Her- 
bert B. Reid, 43; to enter a sedan 
in which two other bandits were 
seated.

river into Swansea while Reid, 
tied hand and foot with Adhesive 
tape, was forced 
into

seat of the bandit car and blind- 
folded. 


The key to the rear doors of the 


truck was taken from Reid's 
pocket and the bandits opened the 
truck, took the mail and disap- 
peared in a third car after leaving 
Reid tied up in the machine into 
which they first forced him.

Ban on Broadcasters 
^Enables Panthers To 
Break Even on Books 


• (Note—so much rumor has been associated with the operation 


of the famous Pitt stadium, particularly as to the financial setup 
and high-pressure football methods employed, that the Associated 
Press asked University of Pittsburgh athletic authorities to clarify 
tht*. picture. Herewith is the response.)

NEW YORK, Jan. 23— (AP)— Over a period of hectic 


athletic years it has been the habit of collegiate circles to 
classify the huge Pitt stadium either as a financial "white 
elephant" or simply a monumental reminder of the "Golden 
era" of American football. 


Interest Paid Regularly. 


On the word of the mp.n who 


should know most about it, W. 
Don Harrison, director of athletics 
at the University of Pittsburgh, it 
is neither but he reveals that 
$108,600 is needed annually to 
pay the interest on the stadium 
bonds and that the scope of the 
university athletic program is 
consequently limited. 


"In the first 
place," Harrison 


explains, "the Pitt stadium is an 
integral part of the educational fa- 
cilities of the University of Pitts- 
burgh. Not only that but it is the 
support of all the undergraduate 
athletic training, a program in- 
volving the physical well-being of 
hundreds aside from the varsity 
football squad. 


Bond Holders Scattered.

"The stadium is not controlled 


by banks—an illusion which grew 
out of the supposition that it was 
too much for us to handle. The 
fact is that the bonds are held by 
1,647 individuals, estates, corpora- 
tions 
and 
banks. 
Thirty-two 


banks in the Pittsburgh district 
hold only $290,000 of the total of 
$1,810,000. The largest single bank 
holding is $50,000. 
Only four 


banks of the 32 hold in excess of 
$10,000 each. 


"The rest are in the hands of 


the people. The bonds are one of 
the best investments in the Pitts- 
burgh district. 
They have sur- 


vived the panic without default of 
the six per cent "interest. The 
stadium has never been re- 
financed to obtain a lower interest 
charge, the university 
trustees 


considering that the obligation to 
maintain the rate is a moral one." 


Broadcasting Banned. 


R is because of this obligation, 


Harrison points out, that he and 
the athletic council have declined 
to permit the broadcasting of foot- 
ball games. 


"We cannot give our football 


games away over the air," he says. 
"We naturally need and want the 
biggest crowds possible. Broad- 
casting would cut attendance, par- 
' ticularly in bad weather.

T INCOLN high school's football 
•" schedule for 1935 came out of 
the hopper the other day and the 
arrangement of the eight games 
involved constituted a frank ack- 
nowledgement by the athletic au- 
thorities of the capital city insti- 
tution that the mild spanking ad- 
ministered in this column several 
weeks ago, in which Red and 
Black bosses were the spankees 
of the proceedings, was strictly in 
order and in every way justified. 


In administering 
the chastise- 


ment, this column called atten- 
tion to the fact that the poor at- 
tendance showing at Lincoln high 
games during recent "years was 
due in the main to blunders in

Through them all 
we have endeavoured to bring to 
Pittsburgh the outstanding foot- 
ball attractions of the country. At 
the same time we have offered 
the children of the city admission 
at twenty-five cents and have re- 
duced the general scale of admis- 
sions.

has thus been cut we have main- 
tamed the level of undergraduate 
athletics in all departments. Not

whose enrollment is upwards of 
12,000. We 
have a sixty-foot 


swimming pool There is only one 
boxing ring and one wrestling 
ring. There is one practice field 
lor football. Our track house has 
been compared to a barn. 


"In short, it is impossible to de- 


velop the intra-mural athletic pro- 
gram- needed at Pitt until the ath- 
letic revenues are sufficient to add 
to and improve our present inade- 
quate equipment 


"We would provide 
squash, 


handball, fencing, soccer, hockey, 
all common elsewhere, if we 


v could. Pitt could spend hundreds 
of thousands of dollars on its ath- 
letic plant but our splendid staff 
of coaches and our students do no 
complain. They know that when 
the time comes, improvements 
will be made. 


Reason Mikes Tossed O«t- 


"Our coaches take the attitude 


of teachers. They are more in- 
terested in developing the boys 
than in exploiting themselves. 


"Some uninformed critics have 


taken us to task for not broad- 
casting our big football games. 
The reason is that every dollar

tion up to the United States bio- 
logical survey. 


Under the supervision of J. N. 


(Ding) 
Darling, the" survey is 


making a study of the duck popu- 
lation in this country. It will be 
several weeks before a report of 
its findings can be determined.

ing with an election of officers,

A wave of counterfeiting sweep- 
ing the country has led W. H. 
Moran, chief of the secret service, 
to declare that "conditions are 
about as bad as we have ever 
known them to be." 


"Recently," he said, "we have 


been troubled with coins made of 
all silver—some of it low grade, 
but then, again, a percentage of it 
^nade from 
silver 
equal to or 


really finer than that manufac- 
tured by the government." 


Two plants, captured in Massa- 


chusetts and Chicago, he said, 
stamped out 50 cent pieces and 
quarters that virtually defied de- 
tection by shopkeepers. 


As for currency, Moran assert- 


ed: 


"I am ashamed to say that the 


people of this country will take 
anything that 
remotely resem- 


bles a piece of paper currency. 


"We have counterfeits of $5 «nd 


$10 notes coming into us—and I 
have seen 
advertising dodgers 


that displayed better workman- 
ship." 


His statements came as the 


senate and house judiciaries con- 
sidered four bills 
submitted by 


Attorney 
General Cummings to 


speed up criminal prosecutions. 


The measures require defend- 


ants to file notice if they intend to 
submit an alibi; enable judges to 
comment if a defendant refuses 
to testify on the ground of self 
incrimination; abolish a p p e als 
from orders dismissing an appli- 
cation for a habeas corpus writ 
and give the government the right 
to take depositions from witnesses 
before trials.

Reilly 
charg_ed Kelly's methods of tak- 
ing fingerprint impressions ruined 
them, and announced at the time 
he was going to insist that Kelly 
bring his equipment to court and 
demonstrate "to the jury. 


As soon as Kelly advanced to 


the stand today, carrying his 
equipment with him, Reilly picked 
up a sheet of yellow scratch 
paper, handled it gingerly with 
his fingertips and handed it to 
the trooper.

sel, he said- 


Asked to Take Prints. 


He direct-el Kelly to take Ihe 


prints by his own method. The 
witocss brushed powder over Ihe 
paper.

New cold waves were reported 


sweeping down from the north on 
the midwest and parts of the 
Rocky mountain area today while 
the number of fatalities grew and 
other sections of the nation were 
beset by floods, fog, and snow.

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BITTER HEARING 
HELD ON COUNTY 
ROAD TAX ISSUE 


Townships Cities In Con- 


troversy Datin? 


Back to 1907. 


One of the bitterest battles 


which may be waged in this ses- 
sion of the legislature was given 
Its first inning Tuesday afternoon 
when house and senate commit- 
tees held an open hearing on bills 
to outlaw suits by cities in coun- 
ties under township organization 
against the counties over division 
of county road funds. About 100 
persons attended the hearing. 


Gage county has an appeal 


pending in the Supreme courl 
from a District court judgmenl 
awarding the city of Beatrice 
about $33,000 on its claim for 
one-half of the revenue raised 
from the road levy on' property 
within the city 
limits 
over a 


period of nearly a half-century, 
Suits by 11 other cities against 
counties are pending and seven 
more are being prepared. The 
committees were told that if all 
cities in the 
27 counties under 


township 
organization sued and 


recovered it would mean placing a 
burden of $1,000,000 additional 
taxes on farmers to satisfy these 
claims. 


Measures Pending-. 


Companion bills, introduced in 


both houses, would clarify statutes 
around which the litigation in- 
volves to prevent future actions 
as well as outlaw those lawsuits 
already begun but which have 
not been finally adjudicated. 


The cities claim that in 1907, 


the legislature amended the law 
to provide that all counties should 
give cities one-half of the road 
fund levy raised on -property in 
corporate limits, while the coun- 
ties contend that it was merely a 
mistake on the part of the law- 
makers when they changed the 
law. 


Cities are not merely asking for 


recovery since 1907, however, but 
are asking judgment on claims ex- 
tending to the time the county 
adopted .township form of govern- 
ment. In the case of Fremont 
against Dodge county, the claim 
goes back 75 years.

At 
he general election, he would bar 
all candidates other than those 
egularly nominated in the pri- 
maries. 


"The petition

ial following among the voters," 
Tolen declared.

Under its provisions dairymen 


engaged 
in intrastate business 


only, at present unregulated by 
the AAA, would be required to 
conform to sandards similar to 
those adopted by the federal gov- 
ernment. The work of regulating 
the state license system would be 
placed in the hands of a state 
dairy control board. 


The measure, advocates of the 


plan stated, is aimed at milk pro- 
ducers not cooperating with the 
federal government in its attempt 
to raise the basic rates paid dairy- 
men. 


The proposal was in line with 


the Cone resolution adopted by 
the house calling for a probe of 
the state's dairy industry. An 
open hearing of the question, Rep. 
Trenmor Cone stated, would be 
held in the house chamber Thurs- 
day evening.
